of land 
which 
increased the valuation of 
raw land several times. In 
the future unimproved land 
will be evaluated at “ fair 
market value.” 
Hendrick said the board 
could expect to collect on 
$427,328,000 
using 
a 
97 
p ercent collection factor. 
This would equal a one cent 
tax rate of 42,732, he ex­ 
plained. 
H endrick 
h as 
re c o m ­ 
mended a $9,561,079 budget 
which will be studied at 
length Tuesday at 4 p.m. He 
said the district could expect 


$5,922,913 from the state. 
$68,000 from in v estm en ts 
and $5,500 for u n d era g e 
tuition. Using these figures, 
the district will have to raise 
$3,564,666 locally, he said.

She’s Sherd Lyn Baker, who has been at the LTD 
job for a month, and works for Hickman Painting Co. UT- 
Dallas* new buildings will be finished early in 1975, for the 
expansion to upper-level undergraduate enrollment. Student 
population at the 608-acre campus is expected to jump from 
the present all-graduate registration of 400 to a total of 4,000.

The University of Texas at 
Dallas will become “ Your 
Place in the Sun” for junior 
and senior undergraduates, 
as well as graduate students, 
just a year from now. 
The innovative, upper- 
level plan will be fully ef­ 
fective for the fall semester, 
1975. Incorporating such 
“ better ideas in education” 
as a cluster of small colleges 
(about 350 students in each;, 
UTD is designed to serve 
men and women who will 
transfer 
from 
community 
and junior colleges for their 
junior and senior years. 
The 
basic 
transfer 
requirement is completion of 
54 semester hours with a C 
average (2.0 on a 4.0 scale), 
or completion of 81 quarter 
hours with 
that 
average. 
Anyone who has completed 
the sophomore year with 
these results, and has met 
prerequisite and general 
education requirements, is 
eligible to transfer to UT- 
Dallas as a junior in 1975 and 
later years. 
But there’s no need to 
w ait, because UTD now 
offers 
a 
Concurrent 
Admissions plan that opens 
the way to “ reservations” in 
the first junior class and 
others 
that w ill 
follow, 
briefly, any student applying 


for admission to a com­ 
munity or junior college (or 
for freshman admission to a 
four-year school) can alert 
UT-Dallas that he’s in ­ 
terested in transferring to 
UTD as a junior. 
If the student graduated 
from high school in the top 
half of the class, and scored 
800 or more in the SAT ad­ 
missions test, he and-or she 
are immediately eligible for 
the Concurrent Admissions 
program.

Hot, dry weather has 
sapped an estimated two 
billion dollars out of the 
Texas agricultural economy 
so far this year, Agriculture 
Commission John C. White 
has said. 
“ Even though we’ve had 
rain, it’s too late for much of 
the cotton, grain sorghum 
and other row crops,” he 
said. Stunted crops, aban­ 
doned and unplanted fields 
plus 
parched 
livestock 
ranges 
have extracted 
a 
heavy toll from norm al 
income expectations. 
“ It will be many months 
before the full impact of the 
drought can be assessed,” 
said White. 
“ Two 
billion 
dollars is a minimum figure 
when farm and ranch losses 
are coupled with the blow to 
related 
agricultural 
in ­ 
dustries and services. 
“ In some areas of West 
Texas and the High Plains, 
soil and moisture conditions 
are just as bad as during the 
long drought of the 1950’s,” 
he said. “ The only difference 
is, it just hasn’t lasted as 
long. 
Winter wheat was plagued 
by dry conditions beginning 
with last fall’s planting and 
practically all of the dryland 
wheat was lost. Final yield 
figures on wheat that was 
harvested is about 18 bushels

real estate. 
According to Ralph Baxter 
who heads the program in 
Collin County, men are 
already out in the field in the 
first phase of a six-part 
program. 
If you aren’t sure those 
strangers 
are 
with 
the 
reevaluation company, just 
ask for identification, they’ll 
be more than happy to tell 
you who they are. 
The main reason for the 
reevaluation program is 
equalization of taxes 
ac­ 
cording to Baxter who said 
the multi part program is 
designed 
to 
give every 
property owner equal billing 
with others in the county. 
A 
variety 
of 
tax 
evaluations 
have 
been 
placed on Collin County 
property with some owners 
paying larger taxes 
than 
others who own similar type 
property. 
The program is designed 
to eliminate that type of 
discrimination. 
In the first phase, property 
cards from the county Tax 
Assessor-Collector’s 
office 
are set up in files so they are 
grouped by area, location, 
platt 
number 
and 
sub­ 
division names. 
In phase two, the cards are 
taken out into the field by 
representatives 
of 
the 
reevaluation company and 
reviewed 
for 
proper 
measurements, listing of 
facilities and general con­ 
dition of the property. 
Nutrients

That is, he 
continues, because it will 
take 18 months to complete 
the program and although

for reevaluation on an even 
keel. 
Record 
cards 
will 
be 
reviewed again in phase four 
when evaluators carry them 
back into the field and judge 
the evaluation against other 
properties 
“ This is 
the most 
im­ 
portant 
step 
of 
the 
program ,’’ 
Baxter 
said, 
“ because it is where values 
are 
checked 
out 
and 
equalization is achieved by 
an on-site consideration of 
values contained on the 
card.’’ 
In the next phase, cards 
will be returned to the office 
for any pricing changes 
indicated by the field review 
in phase four. 


The property owners will 
also be notified of the new 
valuation placed on their 
property. 
Notifications will 
also 
contain telephone numbers 
for property owners to call if 
they desire an appointment 


with the reevaluation team 
to discuss the new appraisal. 
The final phase, six, will 


see the 
new 
valuations 
transferred to the county tax 
roles for assessment of new 
taxes at the next fiscal year. 
Baxter said Collin County 
has been declared by the 
courts to be way behind in 
putting new valuations on 
property, but it not unique in 
this type of situation 
“ It’s just typical of what’s 
happenig 
around 
the 
country,” 
Baxter 
said, 
‘‘because several 
states 
have been ordered by the 
courts to complete total 
reevaluation of property in 
the state.” 
Baxter also said that 
evaluation of Collin County 
property will be fair and 
equal because two men will 
see and review all peroperty 
in the county. 
Currently appraisers are 
working 
on 
the 
old 
McKinney townsite, an area 
from U. S. 75 east to Broad 
Street and North from Hall 
to Walker. 
The program should be 
completed within the 18 
month estimate according to 
Baxter who is not new to 
north Texas. He served with 
the reevaluation committee

Despite the tax cut, the 
overall bill so far would gain 
about $500 million for the 
Treasury, largely because 
the committee decided to 
include in it a previously 
approved bill to increase oil 
company taxes. 
The SI .6 billion income tax

says.

Australia increased wearing 
from 20-25 per cent to 80-85 
per cent.’’

Reap the Fruits of Harvest Time 


You’ll find home canning is really quiet easy and a good 
way to help stretch your food dollar. During the peak season, 
fruits and vegetables are at their best and with plentiful 
supplies at their lowest cost. 
Featuring tart cooking apples, this applesauce is m ade 
with about one-third the normal am ount of sugar, thus a 
home canning idea to lower calories too 
The s e c re t-sugar is combined with either a liquid or 
granulated sugar replacem ent. Though lower in calories the 
flavor quality is outstanding. 


★ Canned Applesauce 


10 large cooking apples (IO cups sliced) 
2 ' 2 cups w ater 


1 1 to One third cup sugar 
2 Tsp. Pillsbury liquid sweet IO or one third cup Sprinkle 
sweet. 
Wash ap p les;core, peal and slice. If fruit is to stand 
several m inutes before cooking, drop into mild salt solution 
(I Tbsp, to 2 q u arts of w ater) to prevent discoloration. 
Drain. In large saucepan combine apples and w ater; cook 
until soft about 15-20 minutes. P ress through sieve. R eturn to 
saucepan; add sugar and Sweet IO and bring to a boil. 
Pack into clean ja rs to within one half inch of top. Cap 
according to label directions for ja r tops. Process in boiling 
w ater bath for 25 m inutes. Remove ja rs from canner. 
Donot turn bands as that breaks seal. Cool 12-24 hours or 
until cold. When cold, remove bands and check seal. 
Yield: 3-4 pints of applesauce. 


Tip: some red apples, unpeeled during the cooking process, 
may turn applesauce pink. 


it Pickled Okra 


3 pounds okra 
2 ' 2 tsp. dill seed 
5 sm all cloves garlic 
2 hot dry chili peppers 
2* 2 tsp. alum 
4 cups white vinegar 
I cup w ater 
'•a cup salt 


Divide okra into five pint jars. (Leave a short stem on 
okra.) Put stem down in first layer and up in second layer. 
Divide dill, garlic, peppers and alum among jars. 
Combine rem aining ingredients in a saucepan and bring to 
a boil. Pour’ over okra and seal jars. Allow okra to pickle at 
least two weeks before serving. Yield: 5 pints. 


The sam e thing can be done to fresh carrots except leave 
out the alum and in place of dill seeds use fresh dill which is 
available now. Allow the sam e tim e for pickling. Slice 
carrots desired length. 
Other than canning the addition of fresh fruits to the menu 
m akes m eals special. Red and golden delicious apples from 
the m ountain orchards of No. Carolina will be available 
soon. 
These are the first apples to be picked in the season and we 
can thank the Carolina clim ate for that! W arm days and cool 
nights hasten the ripening process so that these apples are 
m arketed early in Septem ber - and all through the season, 
too. They a re extra firm , crisp and juicy. 


it Ham Stuffed Baked Apples 


it Apple-Dapple Chicken Stew 


2 cans 0 5 ' j ounces each) Chicken Stew 
I medium apple, thinly sliced 
1 s tsp. ground cinnamon 
chop|x.‘d parsley 
In sauce pan, com bine stew, apple, and cinnamon. Heat; 
stir now and then. G arnish with parsley. Makes four cups. 


it Strate berry Milkshake 


IO ounce package straw berries, fresh or frozen 
I quart milk 
I quart straw berry ice cream , slightly softened 
I cup instant dry milk. 
Crush staw berries, or if frozen, let thaw. Add milk and 
non-fat milk to berries and blend thoroughly. Add softened 
ice cream and beat or shake just enough to blend 
ingredients 
Pour into tall glass and serve im m ediately. 
Serves six at 370 calories per serving. 


it Zesty Horseradish Butter 


A delight!ul treat on boiled or roast corn-on-the-cob. Soften 


>2 cup (I stick) butter or m argarine. Blend in I Tbsp. 
prepared m ustard 
I tsp. prepared horseradish 


>2 tsp. salt 
Dash of pepper 
Spread generously on corn. Also when you buy fresh sweet 
corn, look for these signs of quality; 
Plum p kernels, but not too large that cover the cob well. 
Yellow corn of bright (not deep) color: white corn; really 
white. 
Husks, fresh and of good green color, not dried or yellow. 
Silk ends free from decay or worm injury. 
Fresh corn m ay be cut from the cob and heated with 
butter, milk or cream , salt and pepper. Combine with lima 
beans to m ake succatash. Highlight tom atoes or other 
vegetables offerings with the cut corn. Use it to m ake corn 
chowders, puddings, or fritters. 


it Cranberry Corn Muffins 


I package (12 ounces) corn muffin mix 
6 slices bacon, fried until crisp and crum bled 
I cup fresh cranberries 
I Tbsp, instant minced onion 
I egg 
two thirds cup milk 
In bowl, com bine corn muffin mix, bacon, cranberries 
and onion. Stir in egg and milk. Spoon m ixture into 12 
greased m uffin cups, filling them L full.Bake in preheated 
hot oven (400 degrees) for 15-10 m inutes. Serve w arm with 
pats of butter. Makes 12 muffins. 


★ Curried Apple Soup 


Add m ore curry if you wish. This recipe calls for a modest 
amount. 


2 Tbsp, butter or m argarine 
1 cup chopped celery 


* 2 cup chopped onion 
2 Tbps, flour 
1 Tbsp, curry powder 


>2 tsp. salt 
2 cups applesauce 
4 chicken bouillon cubes 
I'2 cups w ater 


>2 cup light cream or milk 
3 Tbsp, sherry (optional) 
Melt butter or m argarine in a saucepan. Add celery and 
onion. Saute until the vegetables are limp, about five 
m inutes. Blend in flour, curry powder and salt cook I 
minute. 
Transfer the m ixture to a blender. Add the applesauce and 
bouillon cubes. Blend until smooth. 
Return m ixture to saucepan, add w ater and bring to a boil. 
Remove from heat, stir in light cream or milk and sherry. 
Chill. 
Serve garnished with fresh apple and mint. Makes 5 
servings. 


6 large red delicious apples 
I cup finely chopped cooked ham or luncheon m eat 
1 i cup soft bread crum bs 
3 Tbsp finely chopped celery 
I tsp. finely chopped fresh onion

inquiry from a woman in 
Denver. 
She writes: 
“ I have a question to ask in 
regard to a funeral plan my 
husband and I both have, 
and in fact we have had for 
about 12 years and pay $6.40 
a month But recently when 
reading it over I find a 
clause which reads that the 
mortuary should Im- notified 
if one was taken seriously ill 
or was to undergo major 
surgery 
“ This I don’t understand. 
It stati*s that the funeral plan 
could be canceled if this was 
not done Could you tell me 
why, and could this be so? 
There is no interest paid on 
this plan either, which 
I 
think there should be. The 
amount (of the total plan) is 
$550 each.” 
It appears you have been 
stuck with 
a prepayment 
plan which is unethical, if 
not 
illegal. 
The 
National 
Association 
of 
Funeral 
Directors says it never has 
heard of an arrangement 
quite like yours either, and 
advises you to contact the 
Colorado 
Department of 
Regulatory 
Agencies 
to 
lodge 
a 
complaint 
and 
perhaps win an adjustment. 
Colorado is one of 35 states 
which have laws governing 
prepaid funerals. All of them 
require the money involved 
to be placed in a trust fund, 
with varying arrangements 
on what happens to the in­ 
terest earned. Most allow the 
customer to withdraw all the 
money, and the interest, at 
any time. 
The 
funeral 
directors 
group reports that a growing 
number of Americans are 
using prepayment plans. 
The difference between this 
and the memorial society 
approach is when the money 
is paid, and perhaps how 
much mnn«v. 
M em orial societies are 
nonprofit 
groups 
which 
arrange in advance for basic 
funeral services for their 
members, working through 
one or more mortuaries. 
They claim to be able to save 
their members money by 
working in quantity and in 
advance. The payment is not 
due, however, until after the 
fact. 
The funeral director’s as­ 
sociation contends that 
a 
good prepayment plan can 
serve the consumer just as 
well. That may be so, but a 
good bet would be to explore 
both alternatives.

Most of Us Yearn 
To be a Musician 


N EW 
YORK 
(U P I) 
American families nourish 
an almost universal desire: 
to 
play 
a 
m usical 
in­ 
strument. 
But while 83 per cent of 
both 
musical 
and 
non­ 
musical 
households 
agree 
that “ I wish I had learned to 
play a musical instrument,” 
there are significant 
dif­ 
ferences in family income, 
activities 
and 
attitudes 
between the two groups. 
The study, conducted for 
the American Music Con­ 
ference (A M P), under the 
direction 
of 
Dr. 
William 
Wells of the University of 
Chicago Graduate School of 
Business, was designed to 
profile musical 
and 
non- 
msuical households. 
There were nearly 850 re­ 
sponding households; almost 
44 per cent 
included 
an 
amateur musician who plays 
regularly. Of the total group 
of amateur households, 51 
per cent contain a pianist, 33 
per cent include a family 
member who plays the organ 
and 23 per cent a guitar 
player. 
There 
were 
band 
in­ 
strument players in seven to 
IO per cent of the households, 
and violin players in seven 
per cent. 
Organists Increase 
While these participation 
statistics show fairly close 
correlation with previous 
AMC studies, the percentage 
of 
organ 
players 
among 
m usical 
households 
is 
estimated to have doubled in 
the past several years. 
Over three-fourths of all 
the 
amateurs 
in 
these 
musical households play 
more than one instrument. 
By far the majority of all 
households with amateurs 
own their instruments but 
the percentage is highest for 
acoustic guitar players (92 
per cent) and lowest (73 to 80 
per cent) in households 
where there are amateurs 
who play band instruments. 
Fam ily 
income 
of 
households with amateurs is 
sharply higher than those 
where nobody plays. Fifty- 


two per cent of all musical 
households had 
incomes 
over $12,000. Only 34 per cent 
of non-musical households 
reached this income level. 
Thirty-four per

amateur families had in­ 
comes over $15,000; only 20 
per cent 
of nonmusical 
households reached 
this 
income level. 
Rich Piano Players 
Families owning

You 
m ay buy u house planning 
“ never to move again” but 
you should keep records as if 
you might move tomorrow 
A ctually, 
the 
av e rag e 
homeowner in the United 
States keeps a house for only 
12 years before selling it and 
moving on so, in a lifetime, 
might own several houses 
When 
you 
do 
sell, 
whatever the reason, a new 
job, the need or the desire for 
a bigger, or smaller, or just 
a different house, unless you 
know how to keep taxes on 
your “profit” at a minimum, 
you could lose a lot of the 
investment you thought was 
a hedge against inflation. 
Citibank warns 
“ From the day you buy a 
house, keeping records for 
its 
eventual 
sale 
will 
guarantee you a fair salr* 
price and a fair tax break,” 
Citibank says. 
If, 
for 
exam ple, 
you 
bought a house for $18,000 
and IO years later sell it for 
$27,(KH), you have made a 
profit of $9.(KM), This “profit ” 
actually 
can 
be 
reduced 
s u b s t a n t i a l l y , 
e v e n 
eliminated 
if you have the 
records 
to 
prove certain 
expenditures. 
Keep a File 
You can, of course, sub­ 
tract your closing costs of IO 
years ago; for title search 
and in su ran ce, 
la w y e rs’ 
fees, 
bank 
ap p ra isal, 
mortgage and deed recor­ 
ding and other expenses of 
purchasing the house. Also 
deductible a r e 
costs 
of 
selling such as broker’s fee, 
legal fees, advertising, costs 
of painting and fixing up for 
the purpose of selling (done 
within 90 days before house 
is actually sold and paid 
within 30 days after.) 
But you also can subtract 
for all the improvements 
made over the IO years. It is 
here that 
proof 
is most 
important and most difficult 
to establish if records have 
not been kept 
been kept 
If you are buying a house, 
set up a simple book in which 
housing expenses are listed 
by date, purpose, supplier 
and cost, and keep a file of 
supporting bills, checks, etc. 
If 
you 
already own 
a 
house, 
set 
up

current 
system 
and 
work 
back 
through 
check 
stubs, 
receipted bills, etc. to recon­ 
struct ex p en ses for any 
years you have missed. The 
longer you wait, the tougher 
the 
job 
an d 
the 
m ore 
likelihood you will m iss 
important deductions. 


Citibank advises while you 
c a n ’t deduct for norm al 
m ain te n an c e , keep those 
records, too 
“ Sometimes, 
what seems to be m ain­ 
tenance can be credited as 
an 
im p ro v e m en t; 
your 
lawyer or accountant will 
sort this out.” 
For 
ex am p le, 
house 
painting is m aintenance. 
Suppose, however, the house 
had seven coats of exterior 


paint, all chipping away in 
[>ots. If you installed new 
siding, or removed all seven 
old coats and applied two 
fresh ones, it. might be a 
deductible improvement. To 
replace a window because a 
frame has rotted is m ain­ 
tenance 
But to substitute 
storm windows is an im­ 
provement 
A new kitchen 
stove 
is 
maintenance; 
a 
sizeable kitchen overhaul an 
improvement 
When the time comes to 
sell, Citibank explains; 
“Suppose you have a net 
profit 
total profit less 
deductions

$5,000. You pay a capital 
gains tax on this 
at half 
your regular tax rate, up to 
25 per cent. For any amount

Car Safety Standards Boost 
Retail Cost to Buyer

DETROIT (UPI) - 
The 
government’s efforts to get 
states to enact safety belt 
use laws by promising them 
m ore 
money 
ra is e s 
a 
question: Is the extra cost 
worth it? 
According to a study spon­ 
sored by the auto industry 
which has often questioned 
the value of some of the 
safety devices ordered on 
cars by the government the 
answer is “yes.” 
While it’s difficult to put an 
exact price tag on the safety 
dev ices added since the 
Vehicle Safety Act of 1966 
went into effect, Ford Motor 
Co., Chairman Henry Ford 
II says safety and emissions 
s ta n d a rd s 
have 
a lre a d y 
added $400 to the cost of the 
average car 
Another $800 
will be added in the next few 
years, he warns. 
In 
general, 
the 
in ­ 
troduction of the federally 
required 
crash 
protection 
features has made the late- 
model 
c a rs 
sa fe r 
than 
e a rlie r 
m odels. 
These 
features include lap belts, 
shoulder belts, energy ab ­ 
sorbing steering columns, 
high 
penetration 
resistant 
windshields, head restraints 
and side door beams. 
They Save Lives 
E ach 
has 
been 
in ­ 
strumental in saving lives, 
says Lindsay I. Griffin III of 
the U niversity of North 
Carolina’s Highway Safety 
Research Center, in a study 
for 
the 
Motor 
Vehicle 
Manufacturers Association. 
Each added to the price of 
the car. 
In a 
review of studies 
conducted on the various 
safety devices, Griffin found 
that 
lap belts apparently 
“reduce death and serious 
injury to drivers by 40 or 50 
per cent.” For the front seat 


passengers, the reduction is 
probably between 30 and 40 
per cent. 
The 
ad d itio n 
of 
the 
shoulder belt, m aking a 
three-point system, probably 
red u ces se rio u s or fatal 
injuries by 50 to 60 per cent. 
Even with the mandatory 
buckle-up-before-you-drive 
belts on the 1974 cars, safety 
belt use still has not climbed 
much higher than 60 per 
cent. To increase their use, 
tf > government is handing 
out incentive grants to states 
that make them mandatory. 
Grants for States 
Those states that enact 
safety belt laws requiring 
lap belt use by all front seat 
occupants can get grants 
equalling loper cent of their 
ap p o rtio n m en t of federal 
highw ay 
sa fe ty 
funds. 
Requiring lap belt use by all 
car occupants gains 15 per 
cent grants and use of lap 
and shoulder belts by all 
occupants is worth a 25 per 
cent grant. 


“This program provides 
an outstanding opportunity 
for the states to save 10,000 
to 15,000 lives annually and 
reduce injuries and their 
severity 
manyfold,” 
com­ 
m ented 
Dr. 
J a m e s 
B. 
Gregory, adm inistrator of 
the 
N ational 
Highway 
T r a f f i c 
S a f e t y 
Administration 
(NHTSA). 
The NHTSA recommends 
a fine of from $10 to $35 for 
violations of state safety belt 
laws. 
Emphasizing the need for 
sta te 
sa fe ty 
belt 
law s, 
Gregory points out that belt 
use helps prevent vehicle 
occu p an ts 
from 
being 
thrown against the wind­ 
shields 
or 
dashboards 
of 
their v eh icles and from 
being ejected onto the road— 
the causes of most deaths 
and serious injuries. 


Another reason 
for en­ 
couraging greater 
use of 
belts is the hope of avoiding 
the need for 
“ p a s s iv e ” 
safety restraints— such as 
the air bag—that require no 
action on the part of the 
driver or his passengers to 
p ro te c t th em selves in a 
crash. 
Researchers estim ate that 
gaining 60-65 per cent safety 
belt use provides about the 
sam e over-all protection as 
having all 
cars equipped 
with air bags which, under 
present law, will be required 
on 1977-model cars. 
Among 
other 
sa fe ty 
d ev ices, 
the 
energy- 
absorbing steering columns 
have been shown to reduce 
deaths and serious injuries 
by 5 to IO per cent, according 
to the Griffin study. The new 
high 
penetration 
resistant 
g la ss 
is 
reducing 
the 
freq u en cy and ex ten t of 
dangerous and disfiguring 
facial injuries and to a lesser 
e x ten t also is 
red u cin g 
fatalities. 
Head restraints, says the 
Griffin study, 
have 
been 
shown to be most effective in 
rear-end crashes with one 
report showing an 18 per 
cent reduction in “whiplash” 
injury. 
Dramatic Statistics 
While there still 
is no 
conclusive evidence on the 
effectiveness of the side door 
b e a m s, it a p p e a rs from 
p re lim in a ry studies th a t 
unbelted drivers suffer less 
severe 
injuries 
in 
beam- 
equipped cars. 
One d ra m a tic sta tistic 
showing the effectiveness of 
the safety devices is the one
